: 4 wifctoSir Francis Willughby deceaſed, hauing gotten into her cuſtody a Decd of Leaſe. 
made by the ſaid Sir Francis Willughby, ro the Petitioners Wines , being three of the daugh- 
ters and Hcires of the ſaid Sir Francis Willughby , of divers Mannours, Lands, and Tenements, 
in the County of Dorſertt, ofthe. value of 7ool, per anmm ; Concealed and ſuppreſſed the ſaid 
'Deed, And by reaſon thereof and by Colour of a Deed pretended to bee made to theſaid' 
Lady Wharton, by the ſaid Sir Francis Willughby, She the ſaid Lady tooke the profits of the 

faid Mannors, Lands, and Tenements, by the ſpace of twenty yeecres, 

The Petitioners exhibited their Bill into the Chzncery againft the ſaid Lord , and Lady. 
Wharton, and others,to haue the ſaid Decd diſcouered; And the ſaid Lady Wharton confeſſed 

| .the havingofit. And the ſaid Phillip Lord Wharton and the Lady Wharton and others, ex- 

 hibited a croffe Bill into the Chauncery againſt the Petitioners to bee relicued againſt the 

ſaid Leaſe; ſuggeſting that Sir Francis had made a good afſurance of thoſe Lands ynto her 
and her Heires, and that theſaid Leaſe was net made bona fide. : 

But che Petitioners in the ſaid Suirs proued the ſaid Leaſe to bee made bona fide; and the 
Lady could not proue her Tytle , And after the hearing ot the ſaid Cauſes, The Lord Chance- 
lour Diſmiſſed both the ſaid Bils as hath beene proued before your Lordſhips, And yet after. 
wards by ſuch indire& meanes as to your Lordſhips haue beene made apparant , The ſaid' 
Mannours, Lands,and Tenements, were Decreed to the Lady Wharton and her Heires , with-, 

out any proofe made of herTytle to the ſame. 

 Andthe Lord Chancelour fince the ſaid Decree made , by au order of the twelfth of March 
laft = declared the ſaid Decree to bee vnducly obteyned,, And thereby did with the ſaid 
Lady to giue Anſyere to his Lordſhip on that day ſeaucu night , wherefore She ſhould got 
citherproceede to a new Hearing vpon both the ſaid Billes, or both Billes be diſmiſſed. 

Now Foraſmuch as the ſaid Decree vpon examination before your Lordſhips appeares to 
be vnduely gotten and by the Lord Chancellours owne At, viz.. his order of diſmiſſion 
made inthe Cauſe before the Decree and an order tending to a diſmifſion made by bim 
fince theDecree , appeares to be yniuſt, Yet neverthelefſe the Decree is ſtill in force and 
your Petitioners are leſt remediles, vnleſſe ſome order bee taken by your Lordſhips ts 
relecue them againſt the ſame , And for that the death of their witnefles who are very 
5e0 is much to bee feared , which would endanger the Petitioners eſtate in the ſaid,

May it therefore pleaſe your good Lordſhips, that both the ſaid Bils may 
ſtand, cleerely and abſolutely diſmiſſed out of the Court of Chancerie co all 
intents and purpoſes. And that the ſaid Deed of Leaſe, ad all other Deeds which
